having spoiled; dangerous chem icals are used for ‘sm oked m eats;’ 
many em ployes suffer from tuberculosis and are 
unclean 
T h e y 
spit on meat, w alk over it and d ra g it on the filthy floors.” 


T h at is how the president squelshed the man to w h o m 
the 
T ru st 


papers pointed as the president’s target in the m uck rake speech. 
T h e o ­ 


dore Roosevelt did not stop with an inquiry. 
T h e session 
of 
congress 


was nearly over. 
H e resorted to the only means of securing immediate 


action. 
Senator Beveridge introduced an am endm ent to go through as a 


rider on the agricultural appropriation bill, providing an effective system 


of meat inspection.
